All mu6t admire the way in which the truth 
of the charge has been proved aud illustrated.

A squad 
ol soldiers attended each voting place in the 
county, avowedly to enforce the military 
order hereto appended, and consequently at 
four precincts no election was held at all; at 
two others the judges compiled with the 
military edict aid excluded the names of all 
caLdidates except the radicals, polling a small 
tote lor that ticket. At the Moscow precinct 
the j edges refused to obey the military order, 
dfcciarrng they would pursue strictiy the laws 
of Kentucky and none other: whereupon 
they were arrested and taken to Columbus be- 
fore a single vote was cask At this precinct 
(Clinton), strange to say, although attended 
by a company of soldiers from Columbus, a 
fair election was held and those not intimi- 
dated by the bayonets were allowed to vote 
their choice. About one-third o( the vote of 
the precinct was thus cast, resulting as fol- 
lows- For. the Democratic State ticket, 95 
Votes- for the Bramlette State ticket, six 
votes. Congress— Trimble (now under arrest 
tor being a Democrat), 98 votes; Anderson 
iradicti nominee), two votes; Owens (inde- 
pendent Union), ten votes. State Senate— W. 
R. Vance (Dem.), 97 votes; Landrum ^radical), 
f -ur votes; Beazley (independent Lnlon), 8 
votes.

It is therefore 
roper to say that the statements had no 
foundation whatever in fact. No such de- 
bates or propositions ou the subject of peace 
or of suca amnesty have been male or had in 
tbe cabinet, nor have any such differences 
arisen. 

The American of this evening has Rich- 
mond papers of the 5:h, which contain ths 
following address of the President to the sol- 
diers of the Confederate Slates: 

After more than two years of war, scarcely 
equaled iu the number, magnitude, and fear- 
ful carnage of its battles — a warfare in which 
your courage and fortitude have illustrated 
your country, aud attracted not only greater 
admiration at home but abroad — your encmiea 
continue a struggle in which car triumph 
must be inev. table. Inflated with their re- 
cent successes, they imagine that these tem- 
porary reverses can quell your spirits or shake 
your determiuatiou. They are now gathering 
heavy mass-s for a general invasion, in the 
vain hope that by a desperate 
mav at length be reached. 

You kuow too well, my countrymen, 
they mean by snccess. Their maligaant rag<; 
means nothing less than tbe extermination of 
yourselves, mb| wives, and your children. 
They seek to destroy what they cannot plun- 
der. They propose as spoils of victory that 
your Very homes t>ball be portioned out among 
the wretches whose airocious cruelty has 
Rtamped infamy on tin ir Goveromenr. 'They 
design to incite insurrection and Ught the 
tires cf incendiarism wherever they can reach 
yonr homes, and they debauch an inferior 
race, heretofore docile aud contented, by al- 
lowing them the iouu'gencc of the vilest pas- 
sions ior the secret of their treacaery. Con- 
scious of their inability to prevail by legiti- 
mate warfare, not daring to make peace lest 
they should be purged from their acats of 
power, the men who now rule in Wash- 
ington refuse even to confer on the subj et 
of puttimz an end to the outrages which dis- 
grace our age, or listen to a suggestion for 
conducting the war according to the usages of 
civilizition. 

Fellow-citlzdns: No alternative is left you 
but victory or subjugation, slavery, and the 
utter ruin of yourselves, your lamilies and 
your country. The victory is within your 
reach; you need but stretch forth your hand 
to gr.isp it. For this, all that is necessary is, 
that tnose who are called to the tiuld by the 
motive that can move hnman hearts tnould 
promptly repair to tbe post of duty, and 
stand by their comrades now in front of the 
foe, and thus strengthen the armies ot the 
Confederacy so as to Insure succeea, 

Davis then appeals to those who have ab 
sented themselves from their posts to return 
to duty, and grants a general ptrdon to ail of- 
ficers and men bow absent without leave who 
shall, without delay, retnrn to their posts 
within twenty days after the publication of 
this proclamation in the S:ate where the ab- 
sentee may be. This pardon exu-nds to all 
who have been accused or convicted ana are 
undergoing sentence tor absence without leave 
or desertion, unless tbose tried and convicted 
of desertion. 

He then says, finally, I conjure my country- 
women, wives, mothers, Bisters an 1 daugh- 
ters, of the Confederacy to use their influence 
la aid of this call, and to add one crowning 
tacriflce to those which their patriotism has 
so olten consistently offared on their country's 
altar, and to take care that those who owe 
service in the field should be sheltered at home 
from the disgrace of having descried their 
duty to their families, their country, and their 
God. _ '
